In the House of Commons on tlio 
20tli Juno Mr. Eielmrds rose to move 
a resolution of which he had given iio- 
tiee as follows: "That an honorable ad- 
dress be presented .tq her Majesty pray- 
ing that she- will 'bb'graciously pleased 
to instruct the Secretary of State for 
Foreign Affairs to enter into communi- 
cation with other Powers with the view 
to bring about a mutual and simultan- 
eous reduction of Europea u armaments. " 
This, he said, was not a question of 
paWybutone oE humanity. In 1873 
when ho brought forward the subject 
he received the support of many hon- 
orable gentlemen jvho sat on the conserva- 
tive side and he saw ne reason why 
they should not again, support him. 
There iwas.one point ;on'.,whi9h they all 
agreed' and that was thttt the present 
armed condition of Europe, with the 
militarism which pervaded and over 
shadowed • the nations, had grown to 
such dimensions that it was scarcely 
possible to use exaggerated language 
to dewjribe J it. . Tliia state of things 
" was an affrorif ' to ' reasoii," to civiliza- 
tion, to sacred humanity and above all 
it was an affront to that holy religion 
of peace which all the nations of Chris- 
tendom professed and revorcnced. Tiie 
Russian war, among other evils, gave a 
great .* impetus to.- thmie evils, 'and 
in a boot entitled Twenty ■ Tears 
' of Finance, which was writteii by the 
late Chancellor of the Jlxchequer, that 
right honorable gentleman supported 
that view. During the lifteen years 
between 1359 and 1874 there had 
been an addition to the armed forces 
of Europe of 2,000,000 men. The 
total cost of the armaments of Europe 
had been estimated at £500,000,000 a 
year, and this vast expenditure was 
growing with appalling ra|)idily. Tbo 
annual public expenditure in Europe 
had risen from £398,000,000 in 186.0 to 
£585,000,000 in 1879, being an in- 
crease.of j;187,000,000 in the course of 
those 14'years. In Russia and Ger- 
many that expenditure had more than 
doubled. Tho future was mortgaged 
for needs of tho present,- European 
national debts having swelled in that 
period from £2,026,000,000 to £4,32-1,- 
000,000. Germany, which, in 1865, 
spent on her army and liavy £10,000,- 
000, now expended £21,000,000, and 
KuRsia had increased her expenditure 
on the services in the same j)eriod from 
£22,000,000 to £36,000,000. By far 
tho largest amount of tho revenues of 
all European nations was applied in 
either paying the interest on debts con- 
tracted in former, \yeaif8, or making 
preparations for future .wars. Only 
two' classes of tho population were ex- 
empt from taking part in warfare, viz., 
the women and the clergy. Tho pre- 
text constantly alleged these -great 
armaments were that these sacrifices 
secured quiet, confidence and a sense of 
security. They might just as well say: 
"You who wish for sobriety, prepare 
for drunkenness," as advise nations 
who desired peace to prepare for war, 
During the last 25 years thore have 
been six sanguinary wars, involving a 
racrifice of 2,000,000 buman„ beings 
and £3,006,000,000 of money. The ex- 
istence of these enormous armaments 
was incessant provocative to war, and 
the finances of the great States or 
many of them were in a condition of 
' embarrassment, while the effect of tho 
wars in which those armaments had 
been engaged sank multitudes of the 
people in poverty, misery and ignor- 
ance. How beneficial would have been 
tbo effect on tho material and moral 
condition of the populations of Europe 
if a large proportion of the broad 
stream of wealth poured into the hot 
torn less abyss of military expenditure 
had been employed in irrigating tho 
waste places of humanity. The mag- 
nitude of tiie evil had been adniittctl 
by all classes, including military men 
and statesmen, notably by the present 
Prime Minister and the right honor- 
able member for Birmingham. In 1869 
he paid a visit to several of the ca})ital« 
of Europe, including Paris, Brussels, 
The Hague, Berlin, Municii and Flor- 
ence. Placing himself in communica- 
tion with members of tho diflerent rc- 
prcseutativo assemblies ho found them 
. well disposed to promote somo concert- 
ed action fot^bringing the question of 
reduced armaments before their re- 
spective Legislatures. It was to tlic 
honor of Lord Clarendon that in 1869 
ho originated a movement in tliat di- 
rection, opening conimuuication witli 
tho various crowned heads and leadini; 
BtatoBmon in Europe with a view of 
bringing about a gradual and simul- 
taneous reduction of armaments. He 
thought the present time was very fav- 
orable for adopting the motion as thuy 
wero now enjoying a lucid, interval of 
peace.

The latest news received from Skagct 
is not encouraging. On thelst inst., re- 
presentation day, owing to the high stage 
of the water all claims were laid over for 
six months, oneday's occupation per month 
being deemed sufficient to - prevent jump 
ing. As a matter of course mining opera- 
tions on Ruby creek, are suspended, the 
current being very swift and some IC feet 
deep. Miners who have packed provi- 
_sipiis'int6'the district aro offering their 
supplies at low figures, flour being plenti- 
ful at $1 50 per sack and purchasers limit- 
ed. Slany who have but little faith in 
tho diggings are returning to Fort Hope 
with their picks and shovels and others 
aro waiting in camp without getting out 
timber for sluice boxes or wingdams. 
Several parties have gone to the Coque- 
halla rivor mines, but nothing definite 
concerning their richness or extent has 
yet been ascertained. The clearing of the 
wagon road from Fort Hope and the con- 
struction of tlie trail to the boundary 
line represented an expenditure of some 
§800, which, it is feared, will not prove 
remunerative. The trail from the -Db^n- 
dary lino to Ruby Creek was blazed out 
by tho miners themselves. It is rcportod 
that the mines at best will only prove to 
bo crevice diggings and that the gold 
taken out will average an outlay of neai'- 
ly 830 per ounce. Tlie owners of the Dis- 
covery claim have ofl'orod their ground 
for sale at a Jow figure, . notwithstanding 
the fact that it is much larger in dimensions 
than similar claims in this province.

proportion as tho weight on . tho -front 
legs is interfered with by over- exten- 
sion in the front, so does over contrac- 
tion of the suspensory and ligaments, 
the flexor muscles and back 
tendons take , place. -,This is the 
prolific cause of tho Knuck- 
ling over tho pasterns and s]>ringing of 
the knees. Besides as undue bearing is 
being brought on the lumbar vertebrae, 
serious strain is produced on tlio loins 
and rear parts, and a disordered state 
of these members is the consequence. 
Hence comes lumbago, vertigo, spinal 
meningitis and other diseases of the 
spine, to say nothing of the heels, navic- 
ular-joint disease . and leg disorders. 
Moreover, the head being drawn up in 
a constrained position not only the 
neck is stiffened but tho muscles of tlio 
eyes likewise retract, alter the focus of 
the sight, strain th©: optic nerve and, 
as it were, force the eye."! from tlioir 
sockets, and sometimes so distort them 
as to prevent the closing of the lids. In 
this manner the poor creature is somo- 
temes left for hours exposed to tho daz- 
zling rays of the hot sun,, the least cou- 
scqueqce o£-wbich must ..be tbe^inflam- 
maiion of tlie cornea and *th'6 lens it- 
self Do we wonder then at the num- 
ber of weakeyed, moonoyed and blind 
horses ? Only reflect, good Christians, 
for one moment what an instrument of 
torture we have invented, and what a 
sin wo daily commit by this hcart-rond- 
ing punishment of our mostjsubniissive, 
faithful and noble servant.

Orders have been telegraphed to the 
provinces that recruits shall be collect- 
ed and fdrwiirded to several depots 
with all available speed; Tho Albani- 
ans are being encouraged to prepare 
for resistance and aro being su))p]ied 
with arms and ammunition. The Al- 
banian league has resolved to employ 
150,000 piastres of its revenue for the 
fortification of Metzova, 125,000 pias- 
tres for the fortification of Prevesa and 
80,000 piastres for tho fortification of 
Aria. 

An aide-de-camp of Gen. SkoLulofl 
who accompanied Madame Skobeloff 
was wounded, but succeeded in reach- 
ing Phillippopolis where lie denounced 
Sub-Lieut. Ouziitis, whom he knew 
well, as the assassin of Madame Skobe- 
loff. Ouzatis fled to the mountains, 
but was captured by cavalry. His 
Montenegrin accomplices, his brother 
and several friends were also arrested. 
The motive for the crime it is supposed 
was robbery, as Mme SkobolotTs money 
and ornaments were not found, when 
the police arrived at the scene of thp 
murder. 

SPAIN. 

Madrid, July 20. — An ofiicial dis- 
patch from Manila says that the con- 
sequences of the recent earthquake 
were as disastrou.s in tho provinces of 
tho Island of Lazoa as in the town of 
Manila. The inhabitants of tho latter 
place were panic stricken. The authori- 
ties are doing all in their power to alle- 
viate distress.

1. Bd it enacted by tho Mayor and 
Oouncil of tho Corporation of tlie City of 
Victoria ;i3 folio wb: — 
. 2. There shall ho raised, levied and col- 
lecUd in the year 1880 upou all real and 
personal property mentioned in tho as- 
aeBBinent roll in force in tho City an equal 
'rato of oight'itpntha. of : one per ' cent, on 
tho assoasod value thdrcof as appcu's by 
tho said roll. 

3. The aforesaid taxes shall be duo and 
pay able, by. tho. person or povaons liable 

.for theisdme tb' tho.'Oallector for tho JVIu- 
'nicipal Oouncir at hia office in tho City 
Council Chambers, Vichovia, on tlie fif- 
teenth day of July, in the j'car IBSO. 

4. Tho Victoria Revenue Bylaw, 1879, 
80 far as tho same relates to the imposi- 
tion of a tax or rate of eight-tenths of one 
per cent, in tho year 1880 upon the as-
